Ceived, I clom b a sapling by the side o f our tent, and 
surveyed the scene. 
From a rude pulpit in the midst 
o f the vast assem blage, a sonorous preacher w as deliv­ 
ering his m essage, 
t ie spoke with m uch eloquence, 
and ended with prayer, and the nam ing o f a hym n.— 
T h e m ulliiade beneath him tossed tum ultuously around, 
— a living ocean o f humanity. 
Shrieks, groans, sup­ 
plications, and cries o f ‘glory Î’ rent the air.

brethren w ere m oving briskly about, com forting tiiuurn- 
ers, and singing snatches o f sacred song.

O lla p o d ia n a kind o f a 
scene- 
VVhen the hym n w as finished, one o f those dull souls 
arose, o f xAhom not a few may be found in all persua­ 
sions, w ho socin ordained o f heaven to m ake their au­ 
d iences literal specim ens o f self-d en ial, by listening lo 
their ministrations. 
H e drawled out his vapid sentcu- 
c s in the w orst and w eakest taste. 
H is text w as from 
the parable o f the R ich Man and Lazarus. 
In describ­ 
ing the beggar at the gi.te o f D ives, (so heuutifully de 
picied by David T en iejs, in his M a u v a i s R ic h e ) he 
said, it w as wonderful that the mendicant should have 
chosen such a position ; ‘for,’ said h e, logically, ‘ pro­ 
visions ill them days w as sum ptuous and plenty. 
Even 
the beggars got a good living,— and Lazarus, no doubt 
u f it, liked his place. 
Individuals o f his calling didn’t 
then g el from rich m en ’s tables, as they do n ow , little 
hits o f bread, and ’lature, and pork and pickle ; n o, m y 
hearers they gotg^reai p la te s o f p i e , and sich things. 
H en ce w e v iew , that Lazarus 
w as in 
danger, w hen 
surrounded with d ogs, that might have stolen 
half his 
victuals !’ 
It cam e to pass, som e m onths after this, that a friend 
o f m ine heard this Same divine preach a serm on at 
the funeral o f ti m iddle aged lady, w ho w as greatly 
beloved in the com m unity w here she died. 
Her fam ­ 
ily w as large, and highly respectable ; hut having 
m oved a long tim e previou.s front a neighboring state, 
little w as kno)va o f their origin. 
T h e obsequies w ere 
attended by a large and sym pathizing com m unity. 
T h e preacher opened his d iicou rse, by speaking o f the 
good character o f the deceased, and the sad occasion 
w hich called the com pany together. 
* B ut, my friends,’ 
aaid he, ‘ unknow n to you , I have greater cause for 
seriousness, at this solem n tim e, than any one before 
m e. 
Even those surviving relations w ho are mos' in­ 
terested in w hat I am going to com inunicati;, have for­ 
gotten the tim e w h en , long ago, and afar ulF, they 
once hejird niy voice.

I read the hymn w hich w as sung 
ere he sw ung ; and I h op e,— though ho seem ed not 
to relish m y iidorming him that he would soon go from 
‘ w orks 10 rew ards,’ nor to afipreciate m y kind advice 
gen erally,— that, as m ost persons who die from the 
scaffold generally d o , he went Lo glory, riglit off’. ’ 
W ilh this pleasing and com plim entary .'•eminiscence, 
the speaker 
look his text from that chapter 
in Uie 
hook o f Esther, w herein is recorded the 
execution el 
Harnnn. 
From this lie drew , neck and heels, the far­ 
fetched inference, that allearlldy things w ere uncertain, 
— and tli.it it was equally hard lu tell h o ic, as w h e n , 
w e should die. 
After a prolix ‘iniprovem ent,’ he mni- 
cUided,— to the great edification, doubtle-'s, o f the au­ 
dience in general, and the mourners in particular.
